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1.  The  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Sussex  Eecoed  Society," 
and  its  object  shall  be  to  transcribe  and  publish  documents  relating 
to  the  County. 

2.  The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  managed  by  a  Council, 
which  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-Presidents,  the  Secretary, 
the  Literary  Director,  the  Treasurer  and  Twelve  Members,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting.  Three 
Members  of  the  Council  shall  form  a  quorum. 

3.  Every  Candidate  for  Membership  on  being  nominated  by  a 
Member,  to  whom  he  is  personally  known,  shall  be  admitted  by  the 
Secretary  on  payment  of  his  subscription. 

4.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  elect  as  an  Honorary 
Member  outside  the  County  any  person  likely  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  Society. 

5.  The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  One  G-uinea,  payable  on 
election,  and  afterwards  on  the  1st  of  January  in  each  year,  entitling 
to  all  publications  issued  during  the  year,  but  no  Volumes  will  be 
sent  to  Members  whose  Subscription  is  in  arrear.  Any  Member 
intending  to  withdraw  his  name  from  the  Society  shall  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  1st  of  January  in  any 
year  of  his  intention  to  do  so,  otherwise  he  shall  be  liable  for  the 
current  year's  subscription.  The  Council  shall  have  power  at  its 
discretion  to  remove  the  name  of  any  Member  who  is  more  than 
one  year  in  arrear  of  his  subscription. 

6.  The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Members  shall  be  held 
at  Lewes  in  February  of  every  year, 


RULES. 


7.  A  Special  General  Meeting  shall  be  summoned  by  the 
Secretary  on  the  requisition  in  writing  of  Five  Member**  or  of"  the 
President  or  Two  Vice-Presidents,  specifying  the  subject  to  be 
broughl  Eorward  for  consideration  at  such  Meeting,  and  that 
subject  only  shall  be  then  considered. 

8.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  Rules  except  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting,  and  notice  in  writing  of  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary  in  January. 

9.  The  Accounts  of  the  Society  shall  be  submitted  annually 
to  the  examination  of  Two  Auditors,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  from  the  general  body  of  the  Members  of  the 
Society. 
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rjpHE  Council  are  able  to  report  another  year  of  favourable 
progress. 

Volume  XI.,  for  1910,  Part  II.  of  the  Episcopal  Register  of 
Bishop  Robert  Rede,  edited  by  the  Rev.  Prebendary  Deedes,  is 
ready  for  issue  to  the  Members. 

Volume  XII.,  which  will  be  the  Volume  for  1911,  contains  the 
Chichester  Marriage  Licences  for  the  Courts  of  the  Deans'  and 
Archbishop's  Peculiars,  by  Mb.  Dunkin.  It  is  in  course  of  being 
printed. 

By  the  further  munificent  donations  of  Mr.  W.  C.  Renshaw 
and  Mr.  H.  Wagner  a  Volume  containing  the  Registers  of  Cuck- 
field  Parish  from  1598  to  1699,  copied  by  Miss  Cooper,  daughter 
of  the  late  Canon  Cooper,  and  edited  by  Mr.  Renshaw,  will  be 
issued  to  Members  as  an  extra  Volume,  numbered  Vol.  XIII. 

For  1912  a  Volume  of  Post  Mortem  Inquisitions  is  being 
prepared  by  Col.  Attree.

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PREFACE. 

 ♦  

rjTHIS  Volume  completes  the  Calendar  of  Sussex  Marriage 
Licences  from  1575  to  1730,  preserved  in  the  Regis- 
tries at  Lewes  and  Chichester.  Former  Volumes  (I.,  VI., 
and  IX.  of  the  Record  Society's  Publications)  contain 
the  Licences  for  the  Lewes  and  Chichester  Archdeaconries, 
and  also  for  the  Deanery  of  South  Mailing.  The  present 
instalment  comprises  those  issued  by  the  Dean  of  Chichester, 
1582-3  to  1730,  and  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
1579-80  to  1730.  The  parishes  under  the  peculiar  juris- 
diction of  the  Dean  of  Chichester  were  those  within  the 
city  walls  (except  All  Saints  in  the  Pallant)  and  the  out- 
lying parishes  of  Rumbaldswick  and  New  Fishbourne, 
while  those  under  the  peculiar  jurisdiction  of  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  were  All  Saints  in  the  Pallant, 
Bersted,  East  Lavant,  Pagham,  Slindon,  and  Tangmere  in 
the  Deanery  of  Pagham,  and  Patching  and  Tarring  in  the 
Deanery  of  Tarring. 

The  licences  issued  by  the  Dean  of  Chichester  are 
registered  in  the  Act  Books  and  Diaries  of  the  Dean's 
Court.  There  are  also  Bonds  which  give  the  names  of 
the  sureties  and  other  details.  The  following  list  will
